'THERE U fomethlng lerioiiily 
wrong with the reaaoning o( 
those who advocate holding teen* 
agen in high school as a means of 
reducing unemployment. It is not the 
function of the education system to 
act as a regulating valve for the em¬ 
ployment market; nor should prop¬ 
erty be taxed even more severely 
than it is at present solely for that 
purpose. 

Ihis is not said in criticism of 
plans now under way to extend trade 
training to enable unskilled workers 
to qualify for skilled employment; 
or of hopes for the permanent estab¬ 
lishment of a comprehensive voca¬ 
tional training centre. In this age 
trade and vocational training has b^ 
come a necessity both for the youth 
of the country and for its industries. 
Nowadays the lad who quits school 
with nothing more than an academic 
education la handicapped from the 
•tart. 

What ..falls to make sense is the 
phiposal advanced during the recent 
unemployment conference In Ottawa 
that the high school leaving age be 
extended. The idea behind this is 
that schools maintained at provincial 
and local expense be used as man¬ 
power poob to hold back new sup¬ 


plies of labor until the employment 
market is ready to absorb them. 

It Is hard to imagine a more un¬ 
economical way of attempting to reg¬ 
ulate unemployment, aside from the 
fact that that is not a function of the 
education system at all. 

The capital cost of providing ad¬ 
ditional classroom accommodation 
under such a plan would be enor¬ 
mous, and would fall wholly on the 
provincial and local taxpayers, since 
the Dominion makes no contributidn 
to education. 

But that would be only the be¬ 
ginning. There is the already heavy 
and steadily increasing per-pupil cost 
of maintaining the schools. It takes 
the equivalent of the total school tax 
Income from four average homes to 
keep one boy In high school for a 
year. Of course there is the provin¬ 
cial share of the coat to be taken 
Into the reckoning, but that compari¬ 
son serves as an Impressive illustra¬ 
tion of the high price of school opera- 
thm. In any case the provincial share 
to a large extent la drawn from the 
same taxpayers. 

Furthermore, there is already a 
serious problem created by “passen¬ 
gers” in the high schools. If boys 
were induced to mark tinte there 
until job openings came along the 
achoola would berame unnunageable. 


Choosing a Man of Destiny 


•pWO days more and all eyes will 
^ be on the American electorate 
as it chooses Its man of destiny for 
the next foiir, perhaps eight years. 
Neither Vice-President Nixon nor 
Senator Kennedy seems to have the 
stature of a man of destiny, although 
this is a quality that offW can de¬ 
velop, but factually that in today’s 
terms is what the occupant of the 
White House b. 

The Kremlin as well as other 
chancellories, no less than the Ameri¬ 
can nation itself, therefore, will have 
cause to ponder the result of Tues¬ 
day's voting. The character and the 
policies of the new president, not 
necessarily to be deduced from elec¬ 
tion oratory, will affect the course 
of many nations. 

It Is a contest between a seem¬ 
ingly fresh young figure imbued with 
certain ideals and an almost equally 
young contender perhaps more ex¬ 
perienced and certainly more privy 
to the intimate affairs of national 
govemmenL One of course is a 
Democr a t and the other a Republican 
—after all the basic feature of the 
election and that on which the re¬ 
sult may hang. 


Certain Imponderables color the 
situation. -There is the mantle of 
President Eisenhower which has been 
cast over Mr. Nixon, his party suc¬ 
cessor, and which may carry more 
weight than some observers think. 
There Is the “soft” or “hard” ap¬ 
proach to Soviet Russia in foreign 
affairs, attributed to Mr. Kennedy 
and Mr. NbtOn respectively, which 
wilt influence those voters concerned 
with the major premise of the coid 
war. And thm Is the religious issue, 
kept out of debate by both candi¬ 
dates, but which could be a deciding 
factor even If this can never be 
known for certain. 

lir. Kennedy is said to be ahead 
in the popular running, but voters 
always have the last word and 
mostly they dCdi’t utter it until they 
enter the ballot booth. 

Whatever the result this country 
will be Involved as well as interested, 
for the president of the large neigh¬ 
boring republic is indirectly an influ¬ 
ential elemenVin Canadian affairs. 
The future direction of the U.S.A. 
Impinges of necessity on the progreu 
and policies of this nation. 


A Technical Advance 


'THE first serious disillusionment 
suffered by the great fraternity 
of television viewers occurred when 
it became obvious to even the most 
naive of the fellowship that the op¬ 
posing parties on the weekly wrest¬ 
ling matches had more histrionic 
ability than muscle control. 

This blow to the ingenuous had 
hardly lost its sting when the wor¬ 
shippers of the one-eyed idol were 
•g^ assailed—this time with the 
diKlosure that canned laughter was 
being ui>ed In the majority of tele¬ 
cast comedy programs. 

Though such disenchantment may 
have lasting effects, the technical mi- 
vance maUng possible such a com¬ 
bination of mechanical “yaks” and 
“boffs" whidi so convincingly per¬ 
suades the home-viewer that he la 
seeing and hearing something very 
funny Indeed, could open wiw and 
rewarding horizons of experimenta¬ 
tion in the field of national and in¬ 
ternational politics. 


If such tactics (though not neces¬ 
sarily the use of laughter) had been 
employed byVice-PrMident Nixon on 
his recent TV appearances the gen¬ 
erally accepted results might have 
been very different. If his every 
statement had, for instance, been 
greeted by tumultuous applause and 
ear-splitting hand-clapping, millions 
of Americans sitting at home watch¬ 
ing their sets and sizing up the can- 
(U^tes might well have been per¬ 
suaded to throw their support behind 
him. 

The thought of course, is a dan¬ 
gerous one, and If ever put into prac¬ 
tice might well place the political 
powef* M the world in the lunds of 
the sound-track technician, for it 
would rest with him to make the 
split-second decision whether a poli¬ 
tical statement deserves a laugh, a 
sob or an hysterical giggle. 

Moat of us are faced with the 
same problem, but we have longer 
to reart. >

Guesswork Rates Value of Tourism 


I had not imagined however that 
the influences and techniques of 
hucksters might elect a president of 
the United States. Perhaps they 
won't; perhaps sanity will prevail 
after all. But the trends are disturb¬ 
ing. 

It is astonishing at least to read 
of the "product" Image being fash¬ 
ioned to persuade voters across the 
line. Mr. Kennedy Is perhaps a 
natural In an unnatural atmosphere. 
He has classic features that show up 
well, a sort of matlnee-ldol look, and 
hair that tumbles in tousled but ap¬ 
pealing "boyish" style. 

And he is blondish. 

By contrast Mr. Nixon Is dark, a 
bit sombre-looking, more like the vil- 
lain of a movie than a hero. This Is a 
decided handicap in a society brought 
up on celluloid. 

* * * 

Thus he has to be re-sprayed, as It 
were, with suntan and face powder 
straight out of a TV commerciaL 
Then only can ha capture the "oohs" 
and "aahs" of feminine adulation. 

The women of America are going 
to hold In their manicured hands tho 
destiny of their country — and Inci¬ 
dentally much of the world—on Tues¬ 
day nexL One hopes they can disen¬ 
tangle themselves from the television 
mood. 

Looks in a political leader do not 
matter a Jot. of course, but undoubt¬ 
edly a good-looking chap is a good- 
looking chap anywhere, even In the 
White House. Some rather able men 
have made the grade without "sox” 
appeal, however. Mr. Elae4hower Is 
not precisely the most handsome man 
alive. Nor la it likely that Mr. Tru¬ 
man, Mr. Hoover or Mr. Coolldga 
would ever have «von a beauty con- 
lesL

For that matter neither Winston 
Churchill nor Mackenzie King was a 
Madison Avenue masterpiece, but 
they managed fairly welL 

But both current candidates for 
the U. 8 . presidency are being "sold” 
In the manner of packaged goods or 
fashion models. Just as are the deter¬ 
gents of which, heaven help us. there 
are now separate sprays for separate 
rooms. 

Mr. Nixon and Mr. Kennedy, who 
deserve much better, are being pre¬ 
sented as the ultimate In production, 
marshalled and advertised by their 
appearance and not by their attain- 
ments. 

Will the American public vote for 
a president on the basis of looks, real 
or artlflciaL asks a recent news Iton. 
And the answer from the ad man: 

"It counts. It counts big.” , 

Frank Sinatra must be sorry he 
never ran for the presidency. In bis 
day he drew more "oohs” knd "aahs” 
than any living contemporary. 

If you ask me there Is a monu¬ 
mental madness In the whole Madison 
Avenue peychology that will be the 
ruin of North American Ufa. 


N OW that the main rush of tourist 
business la over for the year In 
Victoria and Vancouver Island, it is a 
good time to attempt an evaluation 
of the benefits the "visitor industry 
brings our commercial enterprises 
and our residents as a whole. 

There is UtUe doubt that business 
organizatlonn closely or directly con¬ 
nected wlthutourism recognize Its 
worth, but fe^ ordinary citizens give 
it more than h passing thought. To 
the latter, it would appear — quite 
Justifiably—that it is all very welt 
for the hotels, the motels, the restau¬ 
rants, and the transportation com¬ 
panies to wax enthualastic over the 
visiting tourist because they sU make 
money on him. 

Thia is. of course, perfectly true. 
But what continually eludes Mr. John 
Q. Citizen Is the fact that he and 
every other man, woman and child 
on this Island each personally derives 
a great deal of good from the annual 
harvest of tourist doUars. * 
a a * 

It Is not entirely Mr. Citizen's 
fault for not knowing this—for little 
has been done to tell him about It, 
True, Commissioner William Haw¬ 
kins of the Victoria and Island Pub¬ 
licity Bureau has atimed local interest 
In his lark with Captain Discovery 
and his ether schemes designed to 
pay dividends In our visitor trade. 

He jlaeerves full credit for his ob¬ 
jectives, as does the Chamber of 
Commerce for Its activity in the field 
and the dozen or so other organiza¬ 
tions who lend their support to Im¬ 
proving an Industry which could well 
be the biggest and most Important on 
the island. 

But, as Field Marshal Montgomery 
found out, no operation .Is ever com¬ 
pletely successful If only the gen¬ 
erals know what is going on. After 
the field-marshal discovered this he 
made it a practice to see that his 
Junior officers, NCCs and other 
ranks were kept fully informed as te 
the objective, the reasons for attempt¬ 
ing It and Its resultant value.

Similarly It should be recognized 
that until the ordinary members of 
the public are made fully aware of 
the value they receive,from tourism, 
the industry Is not going to grt the 
support It needs to develop Its full 
potential. 

What the public should know 
would be contained In the answers to 
three simple questions: What la the 
annual riollar value of the tourist 
trade to Vancouver IslandT Kow 
many tourists visit the island each 
year? How much do they spend? 

Yet these answers, which are so 
important and would do far more for 
the Industry than a dozen Captain 
Discoveries and all mir slogans put 
together, remain either ungiven, un¬ 
available or unsubstantiated. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
comes up with one partial answer, 
the Victoria and Island Publicity 
Bureau with another, the Chamber of 
Commerce with something else and 
the provincial government with some¬ 
thing else again. 

* e * 

The result is that Mr. Citizen con¬ 
tinues on his uninformed and happily 
ignorant way, most time Indifferent 
to the fact that we have a tourist in¬ 
dustry at all. 

Some of the present confusion 
exists because no official count is 
kept on the number of Canadians 
visiting the Island from other parts 
of the country. A large proportion of 
American tourists also remain un¬ 
counted because they sre cleared 
through other provincial ports of 
entry on the mainland. Again there is 
no really definite information avall- 
abie on the amount of money each 
tourist spends. 

Thus everything Is besed on guess¬ 
work-guesswork resulting In esti- 
males ranging from S3.000.000 to 
nearly S30.000.000 for Vancouver Is¬ 
land's annual tourist dollar "take.” 
If the DBS figures for 1^ are used 
and projected to lake In Canadian 
tourists and have applied to them the

'They Immediately applied their 
backs to the door, and forcing it open, 
took seats. Considerable excitement 
ensued, and loud calls were made 
from ail parts of the house to turn 
them out. 

“Several of the audience went for* 
ward and asked them to withdraw, 
and Mr. Townsend, one of the com¬ 
pany. offered them a dollar each, say¬ 
ing 'here's your money; go out.' 

“The doorkeeper, a young man 
named Wolfe, interfered, and stated 
that they had not given him tickets, 
but forced their way In. 

“At this moment, a white man 
Jumped forward, and grasping one 
of the Negroes by the collar, at¬ 
tempted to pull him out. The Utter re¬ 
listed and struck his assailant, when 
a fight ensued between the two. 

'The actors, who were all dressed 
for the alage. Jumped Into the par¬ 
quet; the , . . audience In the gal* 
1 ^ followed their example, and 
while making their way toward the 
beillgerenu. the door was auddenly 
burst In. and a Urge number of 
Negroes, armed with clubs, entered, 
and commenced striking right and 
left with their weapona.“ 

The ensuing donnybrook ended 
only with the arrival of police. Mirac¬ 
ulously. no one had been killed. But 
many people of both races were badly 
cut. 

After the riot, a number of 
Negroes bought tickets for the gal- 
lery..^ “A Negro in the pit. between 
acts in the pUy of 'Rob Roy,’ was 
rotten-egged* by some white bUck- 
gutrds near him.'

However, the Victoria and IsUnd 
Publicity Bureau uses a different set 
of figures for incoming tourlsU and 
has. as yet, set no estimate of the 
amount of money spent by the vUi- 
tors. The Chamber of Commerce, on 
the other hand, using a niU of thumb, 
estimates that Vancouver Island 
pUyed host to 500,000 tourisU Ust 
year each spending about $30 to 
make up a total of $15,000,000 worth 
of new money circulated through our 
hands. 

The provincial government bureau 
prefers to keep out of the picture civ 
tirely by relating Its calculations to 
the province as a whole. 

All this, would seem to indicate 
that until these groups get together 
to work out some method of evaluat¬ 
ing the worth of the industry the 
public is condemned to perpetual Ig- 
Aoranoe on the subject. 

a a a 

Once such an evaluation is mado^ 
even if by necessity it is guesswork 
—but guesswork based on factual in¬ 
vestigation which would guarantee a 
reasonably accurate estimate — the 
citizens of this community could be 
encouraged to view the tourist indus¬ 
try in a different light. 

For instance If the total tourist 
expenditure figure is taken at $ 8 , 000 .” 
000 and If the Chamber of Commerce 
component breakdown of purchases 
la used—iaat year's visitors brought 
retailers here approximately $ 2 . 200 .> 
000 worth of business they would not 
otherwise have had. Likewise, $1,500,- 
000 was spent on accommodation, 
$300,000 on transportation, $1,320,000 
on food and $660,000 on Incidentals. 

Still using these figures, these 
purchases could be projected even 
further to reveal that tourists con¬ 
sumed as many as 100.000 dozen eggs. 
300.000 loaves of bread and about 150 
tons of beef^ facta that might well 
encourage the Island'i food producers 
to sit up and take notice. 

It would not be Impossible to cal¬ 
culate other such values to other 
lOfigl Ifldualjriea. U would alaobo^^al«»” 
able to find out how much tha 
tourists contribute to our taxes—an 
item which helps us all. 

These are things the public . 
should know if it is expected to sup¬ 
port tourism, and the sooner it knows 
them the better.

Ifs Poor Pollination

FKUTi.KSS PKAKS (J. A. H . 
K>iquimalt>. The reason why vow fjel 
Kui h a pool set of fruit on your Bart¬ 
lett and D’Anjou pear trees is be¬ 
cause of poor pollination. It is true 
that both trees are diploid varieties 
ami therefore ca|>ahle of pollinalinK 
one another, but Bartlett comes into 
blossom a little later than D'Anjou. 
so they never really gel a chance to 
get together and make fruit. 

Youi b(-st bet would be to plant 
a Conferenre pear or to have both 
trees grafted with Conference scions. 
The |u)!len of ('onference blo.ssoms Is 
compatible with both D'Anjou and 
Bartlett, blooming about midway be¬ 
tween the two, and I think you would 
have a heavy set of fruit on all three 
trees. 

TRANSPl.ANTINr. TRKKS—(C. 
R. U., Victoria). This is as good a 
time as any to transplant your tiny 
seedling Chestnut tree and May Tree. 
Generally speaking, the Icdf -losing 
tiees may be moved any time from 
leaf-fall In the autumn until leaf buds 
are swelling in the spring, but it is 
best to gel the job done while there 
Is still some warmth in the soil. 

It is well to remember that the 
roots of trees moved this fall and 


winter won’t be o|)eralin^ at full ef¬ 
ficiency next year, and should he 
helped by freshening up the-foliage 
with the hose as frequently as pos¬ 
sible during the summiT dry .spell.s. 

KFKKY aIKIJaY (Q. L. J. Mill 
Bay'. Thank you fqr your tip on 
using the IVrto grape jelly recipe 
when using the fruit of the barb*'rry 
and the Oregon grape. We use the 
(Vito led currant recipe when mak¬ 
ing rowanberry Jelly from the fruit 
of the mounlain ash. 

1 think the bitterness in your 
mountain ash Jelly was pjobabty due 
to using unripe fiult. The berries 
should he thoroughly ripe first. 

WINTERING DAHMAK (L. W. 
V^lctoria). The method you suggest 
6f wrapping your dahlia tubers in 
pliofilm and biff^ing them a foot 
deep outdoors would probably work, 
and this would be a very good method 
where you have to clear the dahlia 
beds for the planting of bulbs or 
wallflowers. 

Howfver. when the beds are not 
needed through the winter. I think 
the roots would be perfectly safe In 
the ground where they are. simply 
cutting down the tops. This works, of 
course, only on well drained ground, 
never whew puddles lie in winter. 


and the riKds must he dug up and 
divided -anri replanted in Itw.-spnng.

This is why corn is always 
grown In square blocks for. In long 
single rows, the wind carries the pol¬ 
len away from the waiting silks 
rather than to them.

“Creativity shows through every¬ 
thing. I m working in a new con¬ 
cert hall. Sure I’m limited, but so was 
Beethoven. So was Bach. There’s no 
such thing as pure art. Life isn’t and 
music is a reflection of life. Music 
should not be allow-ed to keep Its 
white collar. If It's dirty, it's dirty. 
Did you know that doing music for 
commercials is the single most im¬ 
portant source of income for side 
musician.s in New York. The men 
who play commercials are of higher 
calibre than the musicians of the 
Philharmonic. What they play is new 
music, different music. 

“It’s a new kick. A side man flips 
for new music.’* 


I happen to thinks an opinion that 
might get me lynched that some of 
the best popular music is being writ¬ 
ten for commercials. You can whistle 
commercials now and they’re getting 
increasingly more tuneful and the 
other day I sat down with a composer 
of commercial music. Mitch Leigh, 
to hear him defend his art. which he 
does eloquently: 

“The problem has been that for a 
long time commercials were a drag." 
said Mr. Leigh, a cool customer of 32 
years, dressed in various shades of 
green and sporting a Yale ring. He 
studied music under Hindemith at 
Yale and today all this learning Is 
being devoted tow'srd writing com¬ 
mercial background music for Alpine 
cigarets. Chemstrand, Betty Crocker, 
Ford. Prudential, 5>chaefer Beer, and 
others. 

“All those people who treated com¬ 
mercials as though they were aimed 
at the 12-year-old mind didn't sell any 
products.” he said languidly. “If you 
don’t have the kind of creativity that 
appeals to the adult minds which 
spend the bread (t.e., money) you 
won’t sell anything. Advertising writ¬ 
ers and the other creative people, too, 
are no longer ashamed of the busi¬ 
ness they’re in. They’re not full of 
that shrewd cunning which jammed 
the product down people’s throats.

They Never Looked Back 

/ 

At #we/ve noon, on October 18, 1944, in the Stonf Frigate Hall, HMC Dockyard, Vice- 
Admiral G. C. Jones addressed a small group of men. Some were chrUians, others still in the 
service, but all wore ribbons indicating they had seen active service in the First World War. 


The occanlon marked the beginning of 
EV^quimalt Dockyard Branch No. 172. of the 
Canadian Legion. Adr^al JoT»es presented to 
Aubrey H. C, Jonea. tlic branch’s find preai- 
dent, its chaiier. I 

Following is the a<tmirara .<hort addreoa: 
"We are still busy on the Atlantic and the war 
la not nearly over. In spite of what some com¬ 
mentators say. All chiefs of staff in the service 
had the welfare of all ex servicemen at heart 
and took Interest in them. The Department of 
Pensions and National Health is responsible for 
their health. The Legion, .their welfare after 
service. Any officer v\ho ^nnot .«pare his men 
a lew minutes of his time is not worth his .salt. 
In presenting this charter to you. 1 wish you 
and your branch the best of lu<*k.** 

That meeting was pioceded by one held in 
HMCS Givenchy chill hall on Aug. 17. at which 
Captain P. R. (k^rman. who later became the 
branch’s first honorary president, and Bob 
Knight, vice president of the Provincial Com¬ 
mand. offered wholehearted support. Dockyard 
employees Aubrey Jones and H. Windham- 
Thomas were the original organizers, and 95 
others lent support. 

From that time on the branch has never 
looked back. During the first few years its 
monthly meetings were held in the Stone 
Frigate Hall, but this big empt> building inswie 
the Dockyard «was quite unsuited for the 
various activities the members had in mind. 

A special committee was appointed to se^ 
new quartei-s and a campaign started to raise 
the necessary funds to which members con- • 
tributed sums from $5 to $100. A .six room 
house at 622 Admirals Road was seleiied and 
a down payment made. Today, it houses one of 
the most active Legion branches on Vancouver 
Island, with a membership of 3.'i0. 

Lot and building, subsequent structural 
alteration^ a great deal of which was carried 
out by voluntary labor additions. furnMiings 
and improvements to grounds, cost the branch 
in the neighborhood of $20,000. The debt now la 
paid off. the last mortgage burned at a special 
ceremony two y,ears ago. In addition, the 
branch owns its own 100-car parking lot ad¬ 
joining the club premises.

Much of the success of the fund-raising

Hi«< \A-oida were penned over half a cen 
tur>' ago SirM'e then, many things have 
changed Much water ha^ flouted through the 
turbulent gorge. But rugged grandeur. 
it« implacable profile, deeply etched with 
rocky cleft.H and flanked by formidable abut- 
mento. ha»« changed very little. Reoeirt time 
has hardly left iis mrrk on ito craggv 
countename.

But the onslaught of man lia.s wrought 
marvels. Arxl the smooth inroads are there 
for all to see. 'She foremost of these is the 
Trans-Canada Highway. As the western sec 
tk>n of our main trnns^continental route, it U 
founded on a fine tradition. Its predecessoi. 
through the canyon, was one of the most 
illustrious, colorful and historically eminent 
roads on the continent- the Cariboo Road. 

It all began In 185A, the year gold wa^ 
diacOveied on the bare of the Fra.ser River, 
when British Columbia was still a ctx>wn 
colony. Soon the rapid influ:( of thousands 
•f pi^pfHtors, miners, and get rich-quick en- 
thusiasts was beset by grave difficulties 
The chiet one of these was transportation 
as the Fraser was navigable only up fo Yale. 

As a oonsec|uenee, a letter from Sir Georg-* 
Simpnon Govemor-InChief of Rupert's Land, 
to Governor James Douglas of the crown 
colonies of Vanwpver Island and British Co 
lumbia urged the construction of the Fra.ser 
River Road, “aa being the great natural and 
aommei i-ial artery of the country . • .**

And thus the road came into being. And 
much of it still remains today as rebuilt por¬ 
tions of the new Trans-Canada Highwai. 
Except that the new road is much smoother, 
wider, more expansive and expen.sive than 
the early builders envtotoned in their wildest 
road-building dreams.

It is hard to estimate the cost per mile 
of the old Cariboo Hoad that Colonel Moody 
and his Royal Engineers constructed from 
Yale to Clinton. 

But today, the cost is fabulous. In recent 
weeks the f^eral and provincial governments, 
who are sharing the cost of construction, 
aw'grded a contract involving more than $2 
000.000 a mile $2,242,723, to be exact, for 
construction of 1.18 miles of roadway through 
China Bar bluffs, a sector of sheer mountain¬ 
ous terrain overhanging the F'raser, no doubt 
making it the most expensive road construe 
tion ever undertaken in Canada. 

The western seetiorv of the "big road'' U 
a very versatile road indeed. From spiralling 
hundreds of feet up sheer canyon waits, ov’er 
dizz>* gorges, spidery bridges, and through a

Their tone—round and mellow when played softly, and 
rich and brilliant when played loudly—blends beauti¬ 
fully with either the woodwind or the brass group, and 

they form a most convenient link between the two.

Thus sn authority, Lionel Salter, 
on the subject ol French horns 
which, incidentally, are more Jus¬ 
tified in claiming the title ol 
"hom” than the English variety. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Sailer 
goes further and commends the 
French horns for their "facility in 
sinking out of sight" and for "un¬ 
obtrusively filling out" certain 
standard harmonies. I 

Clearly, of course, Mr. -Salter 
describes the potentialities of the 
horn.' No horn is much use with¬ 
out someone to* toot It. It cannot 
sink out of sight even without 
human assistance. 

There are, at present, seven 
French horn players in the Vic¬ 
toria 'Symphony Orchestra. Previ¬ 
ous to the summer of 1959 there 
were only five hut, that summer, 
at the first concert in the Butch- 
art Gardens, two recruits were 
added. These were Miss Joan 
Snider and Bruce Dunn. 

Bruce, who attends Victoria 
High School where he is In Grade 
12, has been studying the French 
horn for five years. For the past 


18 months his mentor has 
Charles Moore. 

But. when he was in Grade \ 
he Joined ttie Lan.sdowne Junior 
High School band under Band¬ 
master Lewis. The following year 
Bruce was playing second hors 
with Dave Bowering as first, la 
Grade 9 Bruce was first hoi-n. 

The following year Bruce ew- 
lered Victoria High School an^ 
simultaneously, plunged into quite 
a musical career. He Joined the 
high school hand, the Vk toria High 
School orchestra and the schoohf 
orchestra. This last, since 1958^ 
has been pixiperly designated Aie 
Schools Symphony Orchestra. And 
Bruce is delighted that this year 
there are four horns in the .Schoois 
Symphony compared to only half 
that number when he Joined. 

Bruce is a dedicated musician 
He is majoring in mush- at school 
and is deteimined to ber-ome a 
professional horn player. He has 
certainly made a fine start. 

But he has also studied piano 
for the pa-st eight years. Here he 
has Toronto Conservatory tertifl- 
cates for Grade T piano. Grade 8 
history and Grade 3 theory. As If 
this were not enough, he is near 
"working on harmony."

Nine miles north of Nottingham is SOO-year-dd Newstead Abbey, stately and serene — 
and a grand apdogy for a murder. 

It was not a recent murder, but-a very famous one. The victim was the renowned Arch¬ 
bishop Thomas a Becket and the murder scene was Canterbury Cathedral. 



was eonsiciered a formtd- 
abl4> threat to lha royal power oi 
Henry II and there were many 
Important men In England who 
want<<d to be sure that Henry re¬ 
tained that power. 

Although the king had nothing 
to do with the murder he felt that 
he must somehow share some of 
the guilt of Becket's death. So, as 
an atonement, he raised several 
martyr's memorials in the form of 
•cclesiaatioal structures, enctowed 
with lands and Income, throughout 
hi^ kingdom. 

One of these was Newstead 
AbtH*y. 

For nearly 500 years Newstead 
l«m<«toed a priory until the dia- 
aolution of tlie monastriea, when 
Henry VIII. in 1558. granted it to 
Sir John Byron, Lieutenant of 
Siierwfitxl Forest, lor the sun of 
f80i) 

* ★ ★ 

And until 1817, Just seven years 
lN*(«>fe the tragic death af hia 
desi'endent, the poet Byron, Nesva- 
te<«d was to stay in the hands of 
this ill fated family whose mad- 
iiev». genius and courage were to 
wrile some strange chapters in its 
long hi.Htory. 

Ttie fourth Sir John Byron, a 
great gtandson of the Lieutenant 
of Sherwood Forest, raised the 
Byron family Into the peerage in 
Itidd. when Charles I created him 
the fiCHt Lord Byron as a reward 
Jor Ijin Joyalty to the throne. 

iUr John, his brother Richerd, 
amt five other By rone distinguished 
Ih«*m«ierve8 antL'Nvon great royal 
favor when they joined battle on 
the Royalist* side against Cnun- 
weH at the famous battle of Edge- 
hill 4 16431 an<L the following yAr 
Richard Byron took command of 
siege with Prince Rupert's forces. 

But the tide turned against them 
and the Roundheads seized power. 
Aft»T beheading Charles I (1648) 
Bley confiMcated Newstead Abbey. 

New siead Abbey remained in the 
Iian«ts of the Puritans for the next 
14 years until 1663 when Charles 
n. folK>wing the Restoration, re- 
turrxHl it to Richard, the aec<md 
Lord Byron. 

The third and fourth Lords 
Bvron are mere names in history. 
Bui tl»e fifth Lord Byron, who 
aucce<>ck*d to Newstead in 1736. was 
b> known as the ‘*Wicked 

Lonf and the “Devil Byron.** This 
in*n was tried by hia peers for 
causing the death, in a duel, of 
WUliam Charw'orth of Annealey 
Hall. And though he waa acquitted 
of manslaughter public opinion ran 
ali'ongly against him. 

Bitter and vindicllve. he quarrel- 
Ini violently with his son and. to 
apite his inheritance, he ruthlessly 
cut down all the timber around the 
hnu-M*. kiileil all the doer in the 
park land sold it in nearby Mans- 
liekl m a r < 0 1 for ihr^pcnce a 
pouiiili and allowed New’stead to 
fall into a shocking state of repair. 

Hated and ieared by all who 
met him. the old lord finally died 
in 17H8. irunicaliy predeceased by 
Bis aon. 


With this touch of irony R 

seemed to many that the legendary 
curse of the Black Friar, who was 
supposed to have haunted the 

Abbey, had come true. The curse 
reputed to have been uttered by 
this ghost waa that Newstead 
should never pass from father to 
son. 

★ ★ ★ 

Instead it passed Into the the 

hands of his great-grandnephew, a 
lO-year-old boy. George Gordim 
Byron, who was to become one of 
England's most renowned poet.«i. 

*rhis youngster was the son of 
“Mad Jack“ Byron, a gambler, 
profligate and spendthrift who had 
eloped with the Marchi<meH.s of 
Carmarthen tby whom he Itad a 
daughter). After the marchiones.5’ 
death he married Catherine (.k>r- 
don of Gight and spe<^lily wa-^ted 
almost the whole of her fortune 
before he finally died in 1791. 
Thm. for the next few ye^rs. bis 
widow and his son, the Little l^ird 
Byron, lived in Aberdeen. 

Not until 18118. when Byron was 
20 years old and had finished his 
uniN'ersity training at CamiMuJge, 


did he and his mother move to 
Newstead Abbey. And even then, 
he said, he was embarraased with 
debts. 

“1 suppose,** he wrrote to a friend, 
**it will end in my marrying a 
golden dolly or blowing my brains 
out.** 

Byron's attachment to Newrstead 
wa.s deep and sincere and ita gloom 
and decay appealed strongly to his 
romantic temperament. Still in 
fhat mood he left Newstead for 
Lisbon, where he wrote the first 
two cantoa of “(TiUde Harold.** 
Then, only a month after he,^ had 
returned home to Newstead, his 
mother died. 

Many stories are told of the ex¬ 
cesses of Byron and his friends at 
Newstead. One of his own letters 
to a frb'nd suggest.s the nature of 
these parties: 

“We went down to Newstead to¬ 
gether witere I had got a famous 
ct^llar, and monks* dresses f^m a 
masquerade warehouse. We were 
a company of seven or eight with 
an orca.slonal neighbor or so for 
visitors, and used to sit up late in 
our friars’ dresses, drinking bur- 


gandy, claret, champagne and 
what not out of the skull-cup and 
all aorta of glasses and rambling 
around the house In our conven¬ 
tual garments. Matthews (a 
friend) always called me tkt 
-Abbot- 

★ ★ ★ 

Legend says that the skull-cup 
which Byron drank from belonged 
to the Black Friar, which Byron 
claims to have seen at Newstead. 

In 1814 Byron became engaged 
to Mias Millbanke. a young heiress, 
and the following year they were 
married. But he never to^ hia 
bride to Newstead and in 1817. the 
year after his daughter was bom 
and shortly after his wife bad 
sought a legal separation on the 
grounds of his insanity, Byron aold 
Newstead Abbey and went ta 
Greece to escape the notoriety and 
scandal that doomed any hope of 
a reconciliation. 

*rhere, on April 19. 1824. bi a 
valiant attempt to help the Greeka 
regain their freedom, he fell ill of 
a fever and died at the age of 36. 
HU heart was buried at Misso- 
longhi in western Greece and hia 
body was returned to Newstead 
(he was refused burial In We^- 
minster Abbey). In the parish 
church at Hucknall-Torkard, eight 
miles from Newstead. he waa 
buried beneath the chanceL 
★ 

CoL WUdman. an old school 
friend of Bynm at Harrow, and a 
very wealthy nmn with Urge West 
Indian estatqp, purchased New¬ 
stead for £100.000. An old Waterloo 
veteran, he had been aide-de-camp 
to His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Sussex and In honor of the Duke’s 
visits to Newstead. built what to 
known today as the Sussex Tower. 
Newstead’s ill luck seemed to settle 
on CoL Wildman, top. for he lost 
much of hU fortune In the financial 
coUapse of hU West Indian invest¬ 
ments. 

At his death Newstead was pur¬ 
chased by the African explorer F. 
W. Webb, a great friend of Dr. 
Livingstone, who had saved his 
life during one of his African ex¬ 
plorations. 

Mr. Webb lived at Newstead tlU 
hto death in 1889. when the Abbey 
passed to hto son. Major Webb, 
who lived only a short time and 
died without an heir. So it went 
to hto sister, who also died child¬ 
less; and thence to another sister 
whose son. Ian Fraser (a grandson 
of Mr. Webb), was forced to Ml 
It in 1929 to pay death duties.

Purchased by Sir Jutlian Cahn, 
Newstead along with the Byron 
relics was presented lo the City 
of Nottingham which now manages 
it- 

A beautiful 230-yard-lung terrace 
and many fine gardens (especially 
the Japanese garden) are among 
the most attractive in the country. 
Nor does any visitor fall to see 
the oak which Byron planted. 

And like Byron they, too, may 
hear the echoes of “fat off. siid. un¬ 
happy things, and battles long

Threading the Maze of the Quiet Coast

It you are in a hurry to get 
from Port Atberni to Ucluelet you 
had best fly. B.C. Airlines at the 
foot of Argyle Street will be glad 
to take care of you. 

But if you would like to see Barkley Sound 
much as it was when C?apt Charles William 
Barkley saw it. or the Albemi Canal when 
Dob Pedro Albemi was there in 1791, then 
I urge you to take the oneway round trip 
voyage to Ucluelet. 

ITte sturdy Uchuck III, centre of my story 
**Ships Era Ending” (Islander, June 19. I960; 
no longer makes the run. She now plies John¬ 
stone Strait, a ferry between the road ends at 
Kelsey Bay and Port Hardy. 

Another little ship now making the run 
ahemately to Bamfield and Ucluelet is the 
Lady Rose—Captain McMinn. master. The 
Lady Rose Is a name that should be familiar 
lo many—Clyde>buUt in 1937, she still rates 
100 A-1 with Lloyds arul the engine that 
, brought her across the Atlantic still pulses 
faithfully below—those engine builders and 
shipwrights of the Cl>de knew no other than 
the best. 

Homing fog at Port Albemi on Sept. 2. 
Hie promise of a sparkling day. prompted me 
agaA as it did two years ago, to desert my 
TVee fishing lor a voyage to where I coUld 
fed the surge of the Pacific before going into 
a snug harbor at Ucluelet. 

We were out of the fog before reaching 
Cous Creek, where the sun greeted us from 
a doudless sky and flashed its reflection 
from ripples on the sea. 

As cruised along calm waters I asked 
the names of islands and other landmarks. 
Names have always interested me. Many show 
an astonishfhg lack of imagination on the part 
of geographers while others—especially those 
that reflect history or have a native ring- 
delight roe. Bilton and Pocohontas Points left 
me cold but ^eeyah, Uchucklesit. Ecoole and 
Uduelet are names to remember, and the 
name of. the cannery village, Kildonan, is 
music to any ear. 

The course from Ecoole to Ucluelet Inlet 
led through a group of islands, reefs and rocks 
well named the Broken Group, themselves 
sufficiently a navigational headache to warrant 
a separate chart. As we threaded this maze, 
diffi^lt enough even on this dear day, I mar¬ 
velled at the skill of our skipper who accepted 
thick weather as a part of the game. We passed 
near a little beach on Brabant Island which is 
owned by an American who found bis own 
San Juan Islands too crowded. He. with his 
family, spend their summer on Brabant where 


he finds the quiet and isolation he wants and 
where there is good salmon fishing, too. « 

There are many, and I for one. who w'ould 
like to own an island. Only on an island can one 
feel the fuUnesi. of possession. Ashore, property 
divislon is largely by some imaginary line; an 
island, on the other hand, is bounded by the 
ageless sea. There can be no mistaking an 
island’s boundaries. And should you need 
encouragement there are lots of Islands along 
the B.C. coast just waiting fm: a modern 
Robinson Crusoe. 

The fishing-boat harbor of Uduelet Is truly 


an artist’s dream. Ahead, three salmon trollers 
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went from blue water into the shelter of the 
inlet with their catch. Along one shore, scat¬ 
tered between trees, are tidy cottages whose 
gieen lawns run to high tide line. On the 
opposite shore the ancient village of the 
Ucluelet tribe lies. The aboriginal community 
houses are long since gone, newer ones have 
taken their place. TroUers with theU* gear 
snugged down are moored alongside boats with 
outboards while here and there heirloom dug 
outs are pulled up on the beach. 

At the wharf of our mooring, folks from the 
colorful village.came to get their freight, to 
watch the ship come la or to go, in. a few 
minutes, to the post office for their mail. 

There was a car which I engaged for a drive 
to Long Beach. I have been attracted to L.ong 
Beach for some time and recent stories fit the 
Islander have heightened this interest. 

I was not disappointed in the long sweep of 
that magnificent beach. The sea was bluer than 
the sky and the Pacific, true to its name, w'as 
calm. There was no booming surf, only little 
wavelets which creamed softly up the sand 
to chase a flock of .sandpipers, who seemed 
loath to wet their dainty feet. 

There was nothing on that long stretch of 
beach to show that anybody had ever been 
there or ever would be there. Only my foot¬ 
prints marked the sand. As I gazed along that 
lonely ‘beach my IhoughU wandered to other 
beaches named Long Beach. One, a thousand 
miles south, would be as ciowded as this one 
was unspoiled, as noLsy as this one was quiet. 
Another Long Beach is in faroff Ta.«manla. 
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lO.tiOO miles away. In boyho<»(i I rode a b:p 
white hoise along the hard white .«erKj ar.d 
there. t<K. I was alone. Wa-s it .still like that? 
I wondeir-d. 

The time may come when the sandy sw«Vp of 
Wickaninnish Bay will be crowded When that 
day comes if we are not careful the intrigii* 
ingly fantftstic piles of driftwood will be bull* 
dozed away and burnt to make room lor 
buildings gnd concession. 

A shout 'from my driver broke my rever ie. 
It was time lo return: the .ship w.<^ »i>»!l. 

After leaving Uclaelet. we crossed the m 
the cannery town of Port Albion. The laige 
buildings are deserted, the cannery no longer 
operates. There are not as many fish as theie 
used lo be. and now the buyets come te take 
the calch the trollers biirig. and to take the fi^h 
in ice to market. 

We had passengers from tVhieht. high 
schoolers going for a holiday. There were two 
pretty native girl.s whose black hair s^hone 
with the purple of a mven's wing. Another 
pretty thing was Japanese there was an Indian 
boy. a white Iwy. and a husky Nordic blond. 
They played, they laughed and drank soda pi>p 
together. TTiey were completely happy ju.st a« 
the whole world would be. T iike to think, if 
rabble-rou'-ing leaders could be put where ihe\ 
belong. 

And so we (luised through nahrow waters 
.sheltered by the everlasting hills b.<ck to P^»rt 
Albemi. A delightful trip on which I was the 
only sight.seer. One hears much about tiie 
Inside Passage. I know it well and I can ttuth- 
fully say its .scenery is not one whit the belter. 
It is true that there is no dining sajon where 
fancy meals are serveil but the Finnish ladv 
in the galley of the L-idy Ro.se knows how to 
make good coffee and her .s;indwlches are a 
delight. 

Here then is a trip that should be patronized 
much better. A trip that reaches a hundre<i. 
yes, even a thousand years, into history. One 
can Imagine oneself with Cook or Don P*»<iio 
Albemi or even those primitives who fir**f 
wandered along thi.s coa.st. 

Here. lob. one may feel a gentle lift fnor the 
broad Pacific enough to stir the salt water that 
courses thiough the veins of many of us.

Rebuilding B.C.^s Forests 


The forests of British Cofumbia hare ptayed a major part'in the.economy of the province, 
but at times have been indiscriminately togged off. Proper methods are used now, but in the 
30s the government and forestry officials realized a regular plan of reforestation would have 
to be adopted. Mountains that had been stripped of timber were losing what little soil they 
had by erosion.

This was knoom a* **Toung Men** Forestry 
Training Project.* sperated hy the forestry 
branch, department mt lands. The young men 
were selected by the unem pl oyment branch, 
department of labor. 

The object. In the words of that depart¬ 
ment : offer a selected group of youn^ men 

a raluabie woods exparteaoe, which to addition 
to benefittlng them physically, will train them 
for work to the basic Industries of the prov¬ 
ince.’* 

I'he plan w«^ operated with qualified forest 
service officers in charge, and camps were set 
up on certain forost reserves throughout the 
province for the improvement of traiis. and 
other necessary projecta. 

Ttie experience these young asen gained, 
coupl«Hl with travelliiig to various parts of the 
province which they would not oihinrwuie have 
seen, was a good educatioti. 

. ★ ★ ★ 

Very' few were releaae# as undesirables, 
for they iwere selected as being suitable for 
the work] Pay oms good for a young single 
fellow of/thoae depr ess ion years: $t.7S a day 
for a sixiday week. Seventy-five cents a day 
was dedticted for board and transportation, 
and one cent a day for compensation. Conse- 
quentiy the boys often referred to them se lves 
as the “Nlnety nlnera.* 

Food was the average good logging camp 
fare, suitable for young growing men and a 
luxury to most who were in needy circum¬ 
stances. 

’There was no board deducted for Sundays 
and holidays.^ nor for non-workable periods of 
more than three days a month when bad 
weather prevailed. 

All the applicant had to supply was his 
own personal clothing suitable for bu.sh work, 
with an adequate change for cleanllne.ss. 

The main camp on Vancouver Island was 
on the southern share of Cowtchan Lake, which 
is 21 miles long and 60 miles north of Victoria. 
Thi’< Is a beautiful lake, and la the site of many 
logging operations, indudlng the Youbou mill, 
as well a.s famous fishing and hunting grounds. 

The camp bunkhouaes were aet iMck a few 
yards from the lakeshore, and there were div¬ 
ing rafts and rowboats to make the camp a real 
aquatic centre In the fellows’ time off 

it it if 7 

Also ba8«'d there ware a goverrunent fire 
patrol boat and a small weather station, with 
the usual instruments in small while boxeti an 
posts. *‘Beehives** they were popularly called. 

Although the fellows had to .supply their 
own clothing, there was a comraiasary where 
they could buy new clothing at a recKir*^ rate, 
as well as the usual cigareta, etc. 

Work in all camps started at 8 am. and. 
depending on the camp aad aurroumling terrain, 
would consist of putting In gravel roads, build¬ 
ing culverts and small brldtes and cutting fire 
trails. The latter were made by clearing a line 
through a strip of timber and digging down fo 
dirt level., a three foot-wride track to awti.st in 
turning back any fire that might start. 

Where there wer e scenic waterfalls and 
streams, the gover nm ent would plan for future

park sites for the general public, and most of 
the access bridges over these wonders of nature 
were built by these young men. as well as view 
points above falls protected by stout guard¬ 
rails and seats. 

On Vancouver Island these can be s een at 
Englishman River Falls. Little Qualtcum Falls 
and Stamp Falls near Albeml. 

At the main base at Cowichan Lake, there 
were practical lectures on various species of 
trees, forest disease detection, m^suring trees 
for board foot content of lumber, and reforest¬ 
ation. Climbing the trees writh Himbing spurs 
was also carried out to select the best quality 
of cones for seeding In the nursery. These 
cones, gathered In sacks, would be sorted and 
dried, the seed from them later sent to Green 
Timbers Nursery outside New Westminster. 
'There grew acre upon acre of seedlings as 
in a vegetable garden, to be later transplanted 
in different parts of B.C. where hundreds of 
acres had been indiscriminately logged off or 
burned. 

Many a man today will remember thinning 
and cultivating these seedlings at the nursery, 
and nursing an aching back besides! 

Alijo at the Cowichan Lake camp there 
were lectures on how to scale or size up meas 
urements in lumber, types of soil for most 
prevalent growth of each species of tree, aad 
other vital forest knowledge. 

In conjunction with these lectures there 
would be a condtM^ed tour of the big mill acraas 
the lake at Youbou. where principles taught In 
the lecture hall couM he seen In practice. 

TTie young men also fought sla^h aad 


faraat fire* when these occurred, realizing then 
ttw fun value of the prepared fire tralla. 

’niere was some knowledge to be gained 
fram the man to charge of the small weather 
■totloa, wlUi the varloua weather recording 


la. apite ol all the varied work, the' young 
man sUU had time for sports, though swimming 
played hy far ^e largest part. Usually there 
would he a hmeh-huur swim if away^from 
the main camp and near a stream or lake; and 
ahrasrs after work, before and after supper. 

Softball was a popular sport, too. and a 
must at the main camp on Saturday after¬ 
noons. And of course In the evening the usual 
muaieal interlude, a.s somfH>ne always had a 
gultor, piano accordion, fid^ or harmonica. 
*rhe old favorite ‘X>ver the Waves" would come 
roaring out of the bunkhouses night after night, 
to ocho out over the lake and into the back¬ 
woods, where even at that moment bear and 
cougar harked. 'The cougars never bothered 
anyone, as they kept well back in the woods; 
'but the black and brown bears would come at 
night and try to get into the cookhouse, where 
they smeHed all sweet things! They aLso played 
havoc with the garbage mns. but shambled off 
on anyone’s approach.

Evenings some fellows would watte slimg 
the railway tracks the few miles to Cowichan 
Village, to aee a show or just look aiound. 
Wertiends were spent nMsily swimming, doing 
laundry, or writing home. 

The writer, as one of these forestry boys, 
left Cowichan Lake camp his second summer 
there, to work for s short period at the forestry 
nursery previously mentioned, passing through 
Vancouver at the time of the 19^ sitdown strike 
In the Vancouver Post Office by unemployed 
In the province. 

After a few weeks working at Green Tim¬ 
bers Nursery, the writer wa.s then transferred 
with nine others to Powell River, site of the 
largest pulp mill in Canada. ^ 

Thhre a small dam was being completed . 
across Haslam Creek a few miles in the hack- 
woods. to-help turn se\eral large marshes into 
a large reservoir or lake, providing more water 
and power for the pulp mill. 

Our job was to complete the dam, and in¬ 
stall a fish ladder for the salmon. The ladder 
is built by setting a sloping box in one end of 
the dam where a cut had first been made. 
Baffles ol small partitions are set in a^ernate 
sides in the box. so that the water in flowir^ 
down forma .small eddies or pools, and the 
fish can rest in one of these back edilies befare 
jumping up to the next, on the way to the 
. spawning grounds. A whcH and gate set to 
the gap of dam control the flow of water.

First make the pastry for the 
bottom of the pie. Fit it into the 
pie plate making a nice high fluted 
edge. With your hand rub a dust¬ 
ing of flour over the dough on the 
bottom of a niae-inch pie plate 
fthls keeps the bottom crust from 
becoming soggy.I Now prepare six 
medium pears as you would (or 
apple pie, slice them into a bowl, 
add one half cup sugar, one tea¬ 
spoon lemon rind, grated, and 
three tablespoons lemon juice. Toss 
these Ingr^ients with the pcan 
slices and put in the unbaked pie 
shelL 

Now for the topping . . . mix 
togitlwr one-hall cup each brown 
suN>t and dour, a dash of salt, 
hall a laaspoon each of ginger and 
ciaaamon, a quarter teaspoon 
mace and a third of a cup of 
melted butter or margarine. Mix 
siFcl^and spre a d an top of the pears. 
Bake in a 4(XI* oven about thirty- 
five or forty minutes. The top 
should be nicely brown. If the top 
looks as if it Is browning too fast 
lay a piece of aluminum foi^ over 
It 

I timed my pie to come out of 
the oven about a half hour before 
1 was rea d y to serve It. It will still 
be hot bat set enough to make lor 
easy serving.

Ike original recipe calls (or 
bacon or chicken (at (it's a good 
way to aoe up these fata) but any 
shsrtening will do. One cup very 
sedt s hortening, one cup sugar, 
one egg, one cup dark molaasee 
(you won't get (he same color or 
flavor with the light variety) one 
teaspoon baking soda, one - half 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon ginger, 
one hall teaspoon cloves and about 
three cups all purpose flour. The 
dough should be quite soft aifd I 
like to chin it (or an hour or so 
in the refrigerator before using. 

The original recipe says to roO 
thid and cut with a cookie cutter 
but this is too slow for us today.

Twirls . . . one cup milk, one third 
cup .sugar, ofle teaspoon salt, one- 
third cup shortening, one-half cup 
luke warm water, one teaspoon 
sugar, one envelope yea.st. one- well 
beaten egg. and about (ouranda- 
half cups once sifted all purpose 
flour. 5?cald the milk, stir in the 
third cup sugar, .salt and shorten¬ 
ing. Cool to lukewarm. Meantime, 
measure lukewarm water in a 
large bowl. Stir in the teaspoon of 
sugar and sprinkle with the yeast. 
Let stand ten minutes. Stir well, 
stir in the lukewarm milk mixture, 
the well beaten egg and twoanda- 
half cups of the flour. Beat till 
smooth and elastic. Work in 
enough additional flour to make a 
aoft dough (about two cups more). 

There is quite a dlfferenre in 
flour, making it difficult to ahva.vs 
stale exact amount. Turn dpugh on 
floured board and knead slightly. 
Pkoe In a gi eased bowl. Grea.se the 
top and cover. Let rise in a warm 
place, free from draft, until doubled 
in bulk. It should take from an 


hour and a quarter to an hour and 
a half. Punch down dough, 'rum 
out on a lightly (loured board and 
again knead alightly. Divide into 
two equal parts. Cover with a lea 
towel and let rest while you make 
t)ie filling.

Filling . . . mix half a cup of 
sugar, one-eighth teaspoon ma<v 
and two teaspoons grated orange 
rind, if you like sweeter buns use 
mure sugar. Roll each portion of 
dough into a rectangle, about 15 x 
10 inches. Brush generou.sjy wpih 
soft butter or tnargarinc. Ihvide 
the sugar mixture in two and 
s|>i-inkle half on each piece <,( 
dough. Roll up like jelly rolls Cut 
each into 15. one-inch pieces. Plarv 
each twirl, cut side down, in a 
giea.sed muffin cup. Brush the i<,p 
with melted butter. Let rise in a 
warm place until double in hulk, 
about one hour. Bake in a 375* 
oven until nicely brown . . . ats ut 
fifter-n minutes. If you haven't 
enough muffin tins u-se a si|iiaie 
9x9 inch pan (or half the twirls. 
Cut the second roll of dough into 
sixti-cn pieces and plaie close 
togi-ther in pan. For fancier tw ii Is 
. pul mixture of sugar and 
butter in bottom of pans.

The meat loaf in toda.v's illusiia- 
lion is a particularily savnrv one. 
It's a real, man'a meat loaf . . . 
they will love the tang impaited 
by that liquid red popper. Talwsio. 
It is called Tabasco .Meat Loaf . , . 
Mix one cup of tomato Juice with 
one egg. beat UU blended. Add one 
teaspoon Tabasco. SUr in iwo cu|m 
seift breadcrumbs. Add one half rup 
finely chopped onion, two talile- 
.spoons finely choppe-d parsley, a 
quarter teaspoon thyme, oncaiul- 
a lialf teaspoons salt and two 
Iiounits of ground bci-f. Form into 
a loaf and place in a shallow bak¬ 
ing pan (if you like it brown all 
the way round), or pack it into a 
9x5x3 inch loaf pan. Bake in a 
3.50* oven for about an hour and 
fifteen minutes. This makes a giaai 
sized loaf that would serve eight 
amply. It is lovely cold. 

As a bonus this loaf )ui.s a real 
zippy Tabasco .Creole Sauce . . . 
three tablespoons butler or mars 
garine. a finely minced garlic clove 
(optional) one third cup mim-cd 
onkm. one third cup choppe-d green 
popper, one-half cup diceri celery, 
one twenty xiunce tin (omalies, 
half a teaspoon sugar, threequar- 
lers teaspoon salt and s half a 
fr-aspnon of Tabasco. Melt the jjut- 
ter add garlic, onion, gi een pepiun- 
and celery. Cook until vegetal,les 
are tender but not brown. Aikl 
lomaining ingredients. Simmer for 
tturty minutes. Serve over meat 
loaf. Garnish with pai-slbv, carrot 
curb and Uny white pickli-d onions.

This is a final reckoning with 
the outdated conception of war ms 
a means Pf gaining political vie 
tory. 

As to total wa**, it U nonsensical 
even to plan for it: the prepared 
•^shield” would provide no protec 
lion, and the "sword** would he 
"like (he old ceremonial Japanese 
sword dedicated for committing 
ha rakiri.'* 

All that can be done by (he 
Great Powers U to keep a iimiled 
ndmbcT of the most destructive of 
nuclear weapons and the means 
for their deliver>' to deter one an 
other from ct>mmiUlng the lunacy 
*of unieaKhIng nuclear war. For 
nuclear power, however gieat. can 
achieve no mote than deter nudear 
Wrfr. 

As Liddell Hart puts it. “The na 
tural consequence of nuclear parity 
la nuclear nullity.'* 

Unfortunately, the West, "umk'r 
the old and nut-of-date idea of win¬ 
ning a war." persists in providing 
itself with nuclear armaments "in 
excess of need or sen.se.” What 
we must plan for Is defence in 
limited wars. In paitlcular against 
the "nibhiingrei'osive form of ac 
gression” which such wars are 
likely to take. 

In his examination of the condi 
tions of modern warfare, in the 
limits in which it Is still passiMc 
and likely. Liddell Hart makes a 
point which Western military plan¬ 
ners would do well to take to heart : ‘ 
Tactical nuclear weanans do not 
have the eff^t which current West 
ern doctrine ascribes to them. They 
do not compensate for inferiority 
In numbers of troops and conven 
tional armaments. If anything, re 
liance on them by the defenders 
works to the ad\-antBge of the at 
tsckei's. 

At any rate, it would l>e too dan 
gesous to use tactical nuclear 
we^ons. because this would lead 
almbst inevitably to an extension 
of a limited conflict Into fatal, all 
out nuclear war. 

Now that the cru^ method of 
scaring an opponent Into keeping 
the peace can no longet be relied 
upon Liddell Hail speaks of the 
'■’•fading detenent” what is there 
to avert war?

is not only possible in the Atomic 
Age but. in fact, the most sensible 
course to take for a small country. 
Such a countr>’ must, however. 
bv>th strong and relatively unim¬ 
portant. too tough to tackle for the 
profit the would - be aggressor 
could gain, and this probably rules 
out neutrality as a policy that Can 
ada could adopt. 

There Is much merit to the ides 
of disengagement. Here, Liddell 
Hart goes further than the plans 
' which have so far been submitted; 
he advocates s "Trans-Eurasian 
.safety belt from Spitsbergen to the 
Himalayas.” to keep the United 
States and the Soviet Union apart. 

International peace forces have 
already proved their usefulne«». 
Tiie latter could be greatly en¬ 
hanced If these forces were truly 
international, that is. not made up. 
as they are now, of national com- 
po’tents. and If they had their own 
bases 6n teiTitory under UN sover 
eignty. 

Even Sir Stephen King Hall's 
idea of non violent resistance in¬ 
stead of armed defence receiver 
the author’s serious attention. 

All these, however, sr® st best 
aids to peace. Th^y can only be 
effective In the framework of a 
national grand strategy purpose 
fully aimed st averting war. Liddell 
Hart believes that such a pdllcy ol 
protecting national interests vrith- 
out risking war by "brinkman¬ 
ship,” must rest on eight "pillars.” 

"Learn from . . . history. Keep 
Htfbng. if possible. In any case, 
keep cooL Have unlimited pa- 
tl«mce. Never cornar an ^ponent, 
and always assist him to mve his 
face. Put yourself in his shoes . . . 
)«ee things through his eyes. Avoid 
•self-righteou.'iness . . . Cure your¬ 
self of two fatal delusions—the 
idea of victory and the idea that 
W'ar cannot be limited.” 

Such a policy requires great 
moral strength and statesmanship. 
Liddell Hart calU for these quali¬ 
ties -indeed, his boed^ is one strong 
plea for a grand strategy* that takes 
into account the changed nature of 
m<Kl*»rn war.

If human history contains s 
more incredible and terrible chap¬ 
ter than the one that was spelled 
out by the life and death of Adolf 
Hitler it has not been recorded. 
There is no doubt thrt historians 
will continue to study this chapter, 
to write and rewrite it for centuries 
to come: but. however many books 
may be written on the maker and 
de.slroyer of the Third Reich, Wil¬ 
liam L. Shlrer’s massive new Vol¬ 
ume will alm'st certainly continue 
to hold a place ^f importance in 
the Hitler canon. 

An American foreign correspond¬ 
ent lor more than 30 years, Mr. 
Shirer was one of the first Journ¬ 
alists to take Hitler seriously, to 
become fearful of his growing 
power, and to seek to understand 
the sources of that power. Ob¬ 
serving the man face to face, listen- 
inj again and again to his hypnotic 
oratory, the American knew that 
the Austrian was not the strutting 
Joke with the litle mustache that 
many people believed him to be. 
but an evil genius of the first mag¬ 
nitude.

Hitler is :!ieen as a product of the 
political situation in which the 
Central Powers found themselves 
after 1918; hut he was a product 
who became a producer.

Perhaps the best summary f>f 
the book is given by Paul Huff¬ 
man, who says m the fuiewoid 
that the authors have tried ‘to 
scribe the machinery of the rnit«-4l 
Nations (or considering economic 
questions and then to indirntc the 
forces and prooinlut es w hirh 
termine how this machinei-y 
works." 

Much of the book deals with the 
Informal'proceduIes: the negotia¬ 
tions in meeting rooms and the 
di-legates’ lounge which pieii-de 
the formal statements in United 
Nations committees, the iclaiinrv 
ships betw'iH^n the delegat<>.«. th«*ir 
advisers and the secretariat, aitd 
the interplay of persondIiii«>s with 
different cultural backgrounds and 
political views. 

The United Nations piov'ides a 
m€H*ting place, not only for i>olit- 
ical adversaries of national goy- 
einments. but for their technicjJ 
advisers a.s well, and for tn.th 
groups, as the author.* point out, 
"shared expetieru'es at U.\ m*et- 
tend at least to make acquainiancea 
of representative.* from countru** 
fr<*quently el.sewhere at odd**. Con-' 
iliets between national isdic «*s 
ik'hated in a public place tend to 
make all participants in a ilifficiilt 
.session coileagU(*s. even if op).on- 
ents." 

TTie authors as.sume that the 
reader ha.s some know l4><1ge of .the 
United Nations' structure, but they 
nevertheless provide a helpfpl out¬ 
line of the constitution of the or¬ 
ganization and its related agenc;«*s. 
rhey then proceed to deal with 
how .specific Issues are resoI\e«i. 

This is an excellent work and in 
view of the increasing impi»rtanr« 
of the United Nations as an agem-y 
for giving aid to the less developed 
«y>untries (an a.spect of UN woik m 
which the authors have a 
interest) it is hoped that .Messrs. 
Hkdwen and Kaufmen will lind 
time to writ« a more detailed ac¬ 
count of how United Nations 
sions are made on economic and 
financial questions.

City Hall 


Burning Issue 
For Decades 


pt*»sent uproar. «nd aU th^ 

^ Ulk about a new dt> hall, » 
nothing now in Victoria. 

- Victoria taxpayers have never 
neon overly generous when It 
.HMne^ to public buUdings. or kn- 
iK-ovenients. »uch a* a shopping 
mall, which was ao aount’ly de- 
foalod this year. Thia negative at¬ 
titude Is one of the I'easons Vic- 
toria is looked upon as being 
stuffy, which often it is. 

Nearly a century ago Mayor 
Thomas Harris was talking about 
a dty h.vll He was tired of meet¬ 
ing In a shabby room over a tin- 
»hop He didn’t think It tljgmfled. 

Bui lor 20 years the city f£.Ther8 
had to meet In tented rooms.' 
Thomas Harris stru-k a commit¬ 
tee and sent it hurrymg acrow old 
James Biiy bridge to see the gov¬ 
ernment. Mayor Henris had a deal 
up his sleeve. The goverrment 
wouldn’t go for It. 

Tlie Colonist in December of 
im2 saief; “A town hall ... a short 
lime back a committee was set by 
>ur city council to confer with the 
government about transferring to 
the cUv land for civic piu poses. 

‘•If is hoped our city lathers w ill 
not allow the oppoHunity to slip, 
but show themselve- a little enter¬ 
prising.” 

Such nonsense — such extrava- 
ftfiHc who do those aldermen 
think iltey are? . . • And so, of 
.^uise. tliere was no new town 
hall 

By IJJ7'). talk of a new city hall, 
a proi>er setting for so important 
a bod> ajy mayor ami akiermen. 
was again raging in Victoria. Ald¬ 
ermen were practically beaten on 
th** he.id by indignant citizens. 

^ There was scH*recy at city hall 
in tho.M* days — Jiggeiy pokery it 
was calk'd. It became known ihe 
mayor a.nd aldermen weie looking 
(or some property for a city hall, 
but they Jk<*pt H them-^ehes, 
not wauling a howl of the citi- 

zeni’y- 

Ho\ve\er, The Colonist got wind 
of it and broke out into head- 
hwes- ‘ Not only with sccrei’y. but 
with iBKk*cent haste have the mu- 
nici|i3l council purcha^eil a site for 
the city liall, which they seem de- 
termini to have *by hook or by 
crook.’ They have purchased, or 
decided to purchase, which is much 
tite' same, two kMs on Douglas 
2 Mreet between Pandoia and Cor¬ 
morant. The. price is $5,000. Their 
assenned vufue is about half that 
sum One of them is a small, 
broken lot. To the taxpayers we 


leave It to decide whether the price 
is high or low.” 

The Colonist frowned on the 
whole deal: “Now we ask ... in 
all common sense, is this a time 

-when the council is justified in 
sinking money in a site on which 
shall arise the luxurious city Kali 
of the future . . . the only circum¬ 
stances that would seem to justify 
such a step are spare cash and a 
good bargain; both of these condi¬ 
tions are absent.” 

Soon the matter of a new city 
hall--indeed, the first—was put to 
the people and in typical Victoria 
sty^e the answer was a loud, em¬ 
phatic “no.” 

Some years later The Colonist 
changed its mind: ‘The day will 
come, and shortly, too. we hope, 
when the scheme of providing a 
.town hall for city solons to legis 
late In wdll be seriously entertained 
by the ratepayers, and when, per¬ 
haps, the question of site will also 
be considered.” ^ 

The Colonist birt^>iced the opin 
ion of most people In Victoria when 
it said: 'The present hall has been 
denounced as a ‘disgrace to the 
city.' Why? The rooms are dean, 
comfortable, airy and. above and 
beyond all. centrally located. Few 


families in Victoria are better 
housed tiuin the mayor and city 
councillors in St. James Hall.” 

However, the time was coming 
—and the city bought the Douglas 
Street property between Pando’ra 
and Cormorant, and there, in De¬ 
cember of 1878. rose Victoria’s one 
and. so far, only city hall, now a 
picturesque, rickety, entirely in¬ 
adequate relic of the past. 

There was little fanfare about 
the building of the city hall. Oddly, 
we can find no trace today of a 
ceremony in connection with the 
laying of a cornerstone, and no 
mention in the papers of any offi¬ 
cial. ('cremonlous opening. The 
first city hall was but a portion 
of the present building. 

There was only this small men 
tion in 'The Colonist when the new 
hall was opened for business: “The 
new city hall . . . yesterday the cor¬ 
poration officials vacated the old 
city chambers and moved into the 
new hall, where the council held 
their first meeting last evening. 


The council chamber is a spacious 
and well-lighted apartment, its ceil 
ing being supported by four pillars. 

“Across the west end extends a 
handsome iVning dividing jhe audi¬ 
torium from the coundlk^’ desks, 
which are plaeed in the form of a 
semkeirde. The desks are similar 
to those in the House of A&iembly. 

“At the east side is a dai.s on 
which stands an oak-grained desk 
and the civic chair. The hail is il¬ 
luminated by gas. one chandelier 
of six burners pending over the 
centre of the council! >rs* de$k.s. 
and two brackets being pku'ed to 
the right and left of (he mayor’s 
chair” 

(Long, long ago. that chandelier 
and the two brackets were pitched 
'Onto the junk pile. Today they 
would be collectors* items. Why 
are we always so anxious to heave 
out the old?>. 

‘ It was 1889 before Victorians 
woQld permit their city hall to be 
finished and not until everyone 
had become hoarse and frayed in 
nerves from long and often acri¬ 
monious argument. 

“The tower will be of stone and 
brick, the solid portion to the clock 
being 74 feet in height. The top of 
the tower proper will he 105 feet 


from terra firma. while (he flag 
sun|iounting it will fkMt 110 feet 
above the ground. 

*'At the right of the tower will 
be the mayor’s parlor. It is ex¬ 
pected that (he Urge attk*. well 
lighted and -with a lofty ceiling, 
will be fitted up as a civic mu¬ 
seum. while from it a winding 
stair will lead to the tower ob¬ 
servatory and clock.” 

(That’s interesting in l889 they 
were talking about a mu.seum for 
city hall. It has never come about. 
The city, for the preservation of 
history, has sponged on the pro¬ 
vincial governmetit archives. It is 
only in recent years that City 
Clerk Frank Hunter has started 
collecting items for a city arrhlve«, 
and a good job he's doing, but he 
has iMactically no spare for his 
treasures of hlstor>. If we ever 
get a new city hall, there certainly 
should be a civic archives, i 

And so it was that by the end 
of 1889. Victoria had (he city hall 
It has today. In the years between, 
of course, it has been patched and 


chopped; partitions have come 
down and gone up again, failing 
plaster has threatened to behead 
mure than one alderman. City 
hall’s face has been lifted time and 
time again, and its hair tinted, and 
its sagging cheeks rouged. 

'The clock went into the tower 
in the spring of 1891. Apparently 
the mayor and aldermen didn't talk 
too much about It for fear of an 
uprising. 

When it was put into pl(*ce. The 
Colonist told the citizens: “For 
long it had been complained that 
the city of Victoria was not pos¬ 
sessed of any means of keeping 
uniform time and that the only 
standard by which time could be 
regulated was that which has been 
furnished by Mr. C, E. Redfern on 
Government Street. 

“Besides, there was nothing to 
announce the hours as they passed, 
a convenience that all regard as 
much to be considered. Some time 
bark, howe\'er. the mayor and city 
council awarded the contract to 
the gentleman above mentioned, 
for a town clock of considerable 
proportions. On obtaining the 
order, Mr. Redfern arranged with 
Messrs. Gillett end Johnson, the 
eminent clock' manufacturers, and 
bell founders of Croydtm, Surrey, 
England, to supply the article re¬ 
quired.” 

For several days, ac^rding to 
The Colonist, “the tiniepiece has 
had a trial trip, which, having 
proved satisfactory in every way, 
it was yesterday formally taken 
over and set to work. The penttu* 
him. which had been secured by 
means of strings, having been re¬ 
leased by Maydr Grant with the 
assistance of a pair of scissors, 
with silver handles, manufactured 
by Mr. Miller of Mr. Redfem’s 
establishment, began its regjilar 
sw ing, and from time to time oscil¬ 
lated in a manner to which no ex¬ 
ception could be taken.” 

*iOne wonders what happened to 
the souvenir scissors with the 
silver handles. Did they land up 
on the junk pile, too?) 

The citizens, not ha\1ng been 
asked whether or not they wanted 
to buy the clock, were extremely 
proud of it If they had been asked, 
by referendum, they'd likely have 
answered with their usual loud 
“NO.” 

The Colonist summed up Vic¬ 
toria’s pride: 'The clock, in our 
observation, though not the largest, 
is certainly the best on the coast, 
and will be a monument for the 
city fpr generations yet to come.” 
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
